yy (the then Torn-key) their cruelty towards him and his Friends, and 
yith great zeal he thunder'd out God's dreadful Judgmeuts, that (he ſaid) 
rould ſuddenly be poured out, againſt the Goaler and his Confederates, 
pthat barbarous proceeding againſt the Innocent, in ſuch Wickedneſs.and 
wuelty : Alſo ſignifying that the day of their viſitation was near at anend.

Burt it pleaſed Almighty God, with whom all things are poſſible, that 
ter a long time of weakneſs, William Dobſon recovered a little ſtrength 
Fbody, and had alittle Liberty to take the Air, and ſomtimes to go 
b {ce his Family, and be there to look alittle over his outward concerns, 
it remained weakly in Body, and never recovered his former ſtrength 
wm that time.
